He lapsed into a profound coma 
last Saturday and failed to recover 
consciousness. It was his will to 
live which stayed death, said the 
attending physicians, who also re- 
marked upon the period of coma 
as very unusual.

Debs was a fighting 
man to his last hour. Almost from 
the day he was born in Terre Haute, 
Ind., Nov. 5, 1855, son of Daniel 
and Margaret Betterich Debs, he 
was marked as a malcontent with 
things as they were.

Later Debs was 
transferred to the Federal prison 
at Atlanta. He served two years, 
eight months and ten days. His re- 
lease was ordered by the late Pres- 
ident Harding on Dec. 23, 1922 
Recently the tired old man, sick 
with heart trouble, remained in 
retirement at Terre Haute.

He is assistant director 
of the research laboratory of the 
General Electric Co. His announce- 
ment was made before the Franklin 
institute, which presented him with 
the Howard N. Pott’s medal.

Dr. Coolidge said he has not 
tried the tube’s rays on humans, 
nor yet found practical application 
for them. The tube_ apparently 
opens limitless fleld for electrical 
experiment and research. 

An Associated Press representa- 
tive witnessed a special demonstra- 
tion of the rays in a darkened 
room some time prior to tonight's 
announcement. Dr. Coolidge said 
the tube produces as many beta 
rays, the most important rays of 
radium, as could be obtained from 
a ton of that material. The world’s 
known supply of radium, however, 
does not exceed one pound, and at 
current prices a ton of the wonder 
element would cost more than 
$100,000,000,000. ‘ 

The inventor has succeeded in 
passing the cathode rays, or elec- 
trons, from inside the vacuum tube, 
where they are set in motion, 
through a ‘‘window’’ composed of 
nickel foil, so that they are active 
outside the tube.

Granite subjected to the cathode 
ray became iridescently luminous, 
greens, blues and yellows glowing 
like clusters of gems, but the lumi- 
nosity ceased when the ray was 
turned off. 

One of the most mystifying ef- 
fects resulted from subjecting acety- 
lene gas to the ray, and immediate- 
ly there was produced in the tube 
several grams of a yellowish brown 
powder which has‘no known chemi- 
cal solvent. Whether a new element 
has thus been produced is not yet 
known.

under the ray, but was nonluminous 
with the shutting off of the ray. 
After being soaked in liquid air for 
half a minute the luminosity con- 
tinued for some little time after the 
turning off of the ray, but disap- 
peared when the card had again 
reached room temperature. It 
passed through a series of color 
changes in the warming process. 

The rays kill insects and bacteria 
quickly, but as yet Dr. Coolidge has 
not tried them upon human flesh. 
An-application of the rays for one- 
tenth of a second to the ear of a 
rabbit caused a scab to form which 
sloughed off some days later, leav- 
ing a bald spot: After a second ap- 
plication of the ray white hair grew 
where the brown hair had fallen 
out, and the new growth was three 
times ‘as luxuriant as the old. 

Dr. €oolidge said that because 
the field of the rays is only about 
2 feet from the tube under the ex- 
ceedingly high voltage of 350,000, 
they can not be used as a death- 
dealing instrument of warfare. 

Whether they may be of benefit 
for cancer and cancer diseases re- 
mains to be determined.

Louisville, Ky., Oct. 20 (By A. 
P.).~—The Republican party has fol- 
lowed a “just and moderate 


course”’ in the settlement of foreign 
debts and “has undertaken the 
restoration of the principles of ‘pro- 
tection against lower standards of 
living and competition from 
abroad,’’ Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover said in a campaign address 
here tonight.

“With the government assailed 
by some individuals on the ground 
that our debt settlements have boen 
too generous and assailed by some 
individuals as a Shylock on the 
ground that we have refused to can- 
cel the debts, it may be generally 
believed that between these two ex- 
tremes we have followed a just and 
moderate course,’ he added. 

The protective policies of the ad- 
ministration, he said, had been es- 
tablished in three laws: 

“The emergency farm tariff, more 
drastically protecting farm products 
than any other tariff law in our 
history; the existing general tariff 
law; the law limiting immigration 
into the United States; * 
reelection of our opponents means

“There is much justified com- 
plaint over the difficulties of the 
farmer in some parts of the agri- 
cultural industry.

PROBATION LAW TO AID 


The number of prisoners in Fed- 
eral penitentiaries is increasing 
steadily, according to records made 
public yesterday by the superinten- 
dent of prisons in the Department 
of Justice. 

For the fiscal year of 1926 
the average daily population in 
the Leavenworth penitentiary was 
3,093, as against an average daily 
population of 2,980 in 1925. In the 
Atlanta penitentiary during the last 
fiscal year the average daily popu- 
lation was 2,972, compared with 
2,913 for 1925 In the McNeil 
island penitentiary the population 
was 631 last year, 61 more than in 
the preceding year. 

Federal penitentiaries have been 
overcrowded for a long time, it was 
said yesterday at the Department 
of Justice. It is expected that the 
opening of the new reformatory at 
Chillicothe, Ohio, and the transfer 
of first offenders to that instituion, 
will afford some relief. 

Further relief, it was said, is ex- 
pected to come from the operation 
of the new probation system where- 
by, under a law of Congress passed 
last year, persons convicted of 
crime may be placed on probation 
by the trial judge.

3,111,944 yards of cotton material 
in the duck mill last year. This was 
delivered to other departments of 
the government.

Experience shows that capture of 
one branch .of the Congress by the 
Democrats suffices to lead the way 
toward election of a Democratic 
President, according to the Demo- 
cratic leaders here.

Eight States Are Needed. 


It will take eight Democratic vic- 
tories in States where real battles 
are being waged to give the Demo- 
crats control of the Senate, as this 
would make the line-up Democrats 
48, Republicans 47, Farm-Labor 1. 


Of all reports reaching headquar- 
ters here, the most hopeful perhaps 
come from Nevada, where Ray Ba- 
ker is said to have the combined 
backing, of the Democrats and the 
La Follette radicals. Representative 
Carl Hayden’s chances for the Sen- 
ate seat from Arizona are now ex- 
cellent, it is said, and Elmer 
Thomas, in Oklahoma, is a very 
likely winner, it is added. Anyway, 
the Democrats are now counting on 
these contests to bring them three 
of the needed eight seats. 

Senator Wheeler has just closed 
a speaking tour in Nevada and Sen- 
ators Smith, Stephens, Caraway and 
Heflin and former Senators Owen 
and Gore are concentrating their ef- 
forts on Oklahoma. Former Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo is now 
scheduled to aid the final Demo- 
cratic drive for votes in Nevada. 

In Missouri, Kentucky and Mary- 
land the Democrats expect to add 
three more victories. In Missouri 
the principal speakers will be Sen- 
ators Robinson, Caraway, Harrison, 
Heflin and George, besides Senator 
Reed, of Missouri. Former Secre- 
tary of State Bainbridge Cofby is 
also expected to join them, as well 
as Senator-elect Hugo Black, of 
Alabama.

New York, Oct. 20 (By A. P.) 
Queen Marie of Roumania, after 
three days as the guest of the State 


Department, which carried her 
through the White House and sev- 
eral of the nation’s patriotic shrines, 


‘tonight returned to New York, no 


longer an official guest of the gov- 
ernment, but still that of the nation. 

Arriving at*8 o’clock on the spe- 
cial train assigned to her by the 
State Department, the queen, Prince 
Nicholas and Princess Illeana, were 
met by Consul General of Rou- 
mania T. Tileston Wells, and other 
members of the Roumanian consu- 
late here, and escorted to the royal 
suite in the Hotel Ambassador, 
where in furnishings said to have 
cost $400,000 the queen and her 
party will spend the next four days, 
with the exception of a flying visit 
to Philadelphia tomorrow. 

The Roumanian consulate in New 
York and Roumanian and other 
organizations have planned exten- 
sive entertainments in her honor, 
which will fill the four days before 
she again leaves New York for the 
tour of the North and West which 
is to be self-conducted. These en- 
tertainments started tonight with 
the reception for her at the Ritz- 
Carlton hotel by the Society of the 
Friends - of Roumania, of which 
William Nelson Cromwell is presi- 
dent. 

Plans Still Unsettled. 


Just what will be the plans for 
her trip from now on, the queen 
said tonight, she would be unable to 


: | tell for a few days. 


‘IT still hope to visit California,”’ 
she said. ‘I should be most disap- 
pointed to miss that beautiful State. 
I shall not know for a few days 
whether it can be arranged.’”’ 

While Queen. Marie and her 
party were returning: to New York 
tonight on the Queen Marie special 
the queen was listening in on:-a 
radio speech by Capt. Herbert B. 
Hartley, of the steamship Levia- 
than. 

Capt. Hartley spoke on “The 
Queen as a Passenger,”’ giving his 
impressions of the Roumanian sov- 
ereign during her voyagle from 
Cherbourg. The speech, broadcast 
from Station WOR, at Newark, N. 
J., under the auspices of the United 
States Lines, was heard by the 
queen on a special set installed in 
her private car. 

‘‘None of the 1,669 passengers 
who crossed with us will ever for- 
get the voyage,’ Capt. Hartley 
said. “‘As soon as Queen Marie 
stepped aboard from a tender, I 
realized that she was, after all, 
just a woman with an irresistible 
charm and remarkable beauty. As 
a speech of welcome I had in 
mind just what would be appropri- 
ate, but her affable and democratic 
manner made me forget my little 
address... She is a brilliant conver- 
sationalist, and in a few minutes I 
was made at ease.

This estimate was filed by the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad on be- 
half of nine other lines, over whose 
right of way the royal party will 
travel. Equipment will be provided 
by the Pullman Co., the Baltimore 
& Ohio, Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, and the Northern Pacific 
railroads, it was added. 

The low cost of the queen's rail- 
road trip is considered unprece- 
dented, in comparison with the 
rates paid by royal visitors of the 
past, it was pointed out. Other 
noble tourists paid the full fare 
themselves, or charged the toll to 
their home governments, it was re- 
called. 

“The elimination of San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles and other Cali- 
fornia cities from the royal itiner- 
ary is due to the refusal of the 
Southern Pacific railroad to grant 
the queen and.her entourage the 
$1 rate granted by other systems,” 
Col. John H. Carroll, general coun- 
sel of the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road, explained.

THE NEW EXECUTIVE ORDER. 

An executive order was issued last Tuesday 
empowering the civil service commission, in its 
to permit reinstatement or promo- 
without examination, im the 
same office or department, to the same class of 
position they occupied on July 1, 1924. Under 
the classification act of 1923, government po- 
classified on the 
duties performed, regardless of the 
civil service status of the incumbents. When 
the order into effect many employes 
were found working at tasks for which they 
had not been properly qualified. Many were 
receiving salaries in excess of that granted by 
although listed in 
unclassified groups, were per- 
forming highly skilled classified tasks. 

Consequently it was found necessary to re- 
‘lease some from the service and demote 
others, thereby working hardship on faithful 
and deserving employes. In June two years 
ago an executive order was promulgated, per-

‘mitting employees to remain,in positions to 


which they were assigned under the classifica- 
tion act of 1923, and receive compensation to

although contrary to other existing civil serv- 
ice regulations. Tuesday’s order providing 
-for reinstatement or promotion if the dis- 
charge or demotion has not been for fau]t or 
delinquency, and if otherwise in accordance 
with civil service regulations, amends the lat- 
ter. 

These orders apparently effect a dove-tailing 
of the civil service and classification acts. Per- 
sons who have been performing creditable 
work for which under the law they are not 
technically qualified, may continue to hold 
their positions without salary cuts, and those 
receiving remuneration in excess of their civil 
service status will not have to undergo finan- 
cial hardship. This order will reap its reward 
in the increased efficiency and morale of the 
departments. 


CHOKED CITIES. 


It would be interesting to know how much 
time each day is spent by municipal officials 
throughout the United States in attempting to 
solve the parking and traffic problem. The 
situation everywhere has become acute, and 
apparently it is so involved as to defy solution. 
Various methods of clearing the streets have 
been attempted. To prevent traffic peaks 
some cities have worked out a stagger system 
whereby different classes of business observe 
diversified opening and closing hours: Traffic 
‘control signal lights have been introduced to 
speed up motor cars. High speed boulevards 
have been established to enable traffic to move 
quickly to and from municipal centers. 

Methods of handling the parking problem 
have been equally varied. In some communi- 


“ties, notably New York, parking is prohibited 


-entirely in certain streets. Asbury Park, N. J., 
hopes to find the solution in an honor system of 
parking, on trial at the present time, under 
which the citizens have pledged themselves to

PLANNING TO REPUDIATE. 


The “free trade manifesto”’ signed by for- 
eign and American bankers originated in Lon- 
don, according to advices from Berlin. The 
genius who conceived this master stroke 
of propaganda is said to have been Mon- 
tagu Norman, governor of the Bank of 
England. In. so far as the manifesto 
is addressed to Americans, it is a plea for 
tariff reduction, on the ground that European 
debtors can not pay their debts unless they 
are given access to the American market. “If 
we check their dealings their power to pay 
their debts diminishes and their power to pur- 
chase our goods is reduced.”’ 

Some of the Americans who were induced 
to sign this document now assert that it was 
addressed solely to European countries and 
had no reference to the United States tariff. 
These bankers are trying to shift the blame 
to foreign shoulders. They favor cancellation 
of the war debts, but they do not have the 
nerve to ask Americans to pay Europe’s debts 
by presenting the American market to Euro- 
peans. 

The truth is, of course, that the manifesto 
was designed to sway public sentiment in the 
United States in favor of tariff reduction on 
the pretense that it is the only means of col- 
lecting European debts. This thesis has been 
maintained by foreign spokesmen for many 
months. On September 30 the London Times 
lent itself to the movement in an editorial 
article reading in part as follows: 


The work of popular education is done 

rather in spite of than by the politicians, 
and in America it is even now being done 
by quiet students of politics and economics 
all over the country, members of societies 
and associations of many sorts, professors, 
teachers and the like. These men, in 
growing if insufficient numbers, are think- 
ing clearly, and are writing lucidly, of 
the problem which lies within the three 
corners of the debts, the vast export of 
American capital, and the maintenance 
of a towering tariff wall. It is no secret 
that their conclusions are privately ac- 
cepted, though not publicly declared, by 
many men in authority, and they lead 
briefly to the conclusion, first, that the 
next five years will show that reparations 
and debts will not and can not be paid in 
any such measure as the politicians now 
declare; and, secondly, that the politicians 
themselves will be forced later to admit 
the impossibility that reparations and 
debts can be paid at all if the American 
tariff is to be maintained at its present 
level. 
The similarity of thought and language be- 
tween the London Times article and the mani- 
festo originating in the Bank of England and 
indorsed by American money lenders is too 
close to be accidental. A concerted plan is 
on foot to pavethe way to a demand.for can- 
cellation of European debts. These debts are 
to be repudiated unless the United States re- 
duces its tariff. American bankers who have 
lent billions European interests heartily 
favor both cancellation and reduction of the 
tariff. What they seek is international trade 
which will enable their debtors to pay out- 
standing industrial bond issues and borrow 
more money. They have no interest in high 
wages for Américan wworkingmen. These 
workingmen do not b6orrow money. 

The only friends and protectors of Ameri- 
cans in this situation are Americans them- 
selves. They have it in their power to defeat 
the scheme of debt repudiation and the deg- 
radation of American industry and labor. The 
tariff last year brought $575,000,000 to the 
Treasury. Foreigners and American money 
lenders: ask Americans to do away with the 
tariff, thus presenting $575,000,000 to for- 
eigners;; and then—perhaps—the war debts 
will be paid with the money thus taken from 
Americans themselves.

FINANCING COTTON. 


Plans have been perfected by representa- 


tives of the administration and the American /| 


cotton growers’ exchange to finance cotton, and 
save the growers and traders from further 
loss. The plan, in substance, is for the inter- 
mediate credit banks to advance 75 per cent of 
the money required to finance the holdings of 
the cotton in retirement, the remaining 25 per 
cent to be raised by the South through local 
credit agencies. The plan is to be worked out 
through cooperative associations. 

The Treasury statement says that the gov- 
ernment stands ready through .its various 
agencies to lend all possible assistance in fur- 
thering the development of the cooperative 
marketing principle in the present situation. 
Not only are the intermediate credit banks and 
the Federal Reserve system extending ample 
facilities for rediscount, but many of the banks 
in the larger financial centers are extending 
every credit facility to country correspondents 
in the South. It is said that the minimum 
amount of cotton to be retired is 4,000,000 
bales. Backed by this Federal assistance, 
growers. of cotton will be enabled to avoid 
dumping their product on the market and thus 
still furthep depressing the price. 

In addition to these credit facilities, the 
United States Shipping Board proposes to fur- 
nish several vessels for the prompt export of 
large quantities of cotton at reasonable freight 
rates, thus relieving the domestic market. 

The cotton growers and distributors are giv- 
ing the administration full credit for these 
helpful measures to afford relief in what bd 
deemed an unprecedented situation. 


DISTRICT PROBLEMS. 


Of the many valuable suggestions made to 
the special congressional committee investi- 
gating the affairs of the District, perhaps the 
most comprehensive to date are the recom- 
mendations of the Chamber of Commerce. The 
report advises establishment of suffrage for 
the District; calls for the floating of a $100,- 
000,000 bond issue in amounts as needed for 
improvements and building developments to- 
be repaid from a sinking fund; concerns itself 
with election of members of the board of edu- 
cation, method of appeal from the Court of Ap- 
peals, restriction the sale of firearms, pro- 
vision of separate buildings for the police and 
fire departments, and urges that an equitable: 
division between the District and the Federal 


governments of the cost of running the Dis- | 


trict government - ectablighod, and ao 
tained. 


present form of commission government as en- 
tirely satisfactory, however, an additional rec- 
ommendation was made to the effect that the 
affairs of the District could be more satisfac- 
torily disposed of if the commissioners would 
hold daily meetings open to the public for the 
discussion of controversial municipal matters. 

There are many who will question the wis- 
dom of this scheme. A picture of the present 
investigating committee, listening to hundreds 
of suggestions and complaints from which only 
a handful of tenable theories may be gathered, 
would probably be duplicated daily in the Dis- 
trict board room. The commissioners have 
many duties to perform. They should not be 
expected to devote a large part of each day to 
routine public hearings from which, the prob- 
ability is, little of value might be obtained. 

In the main the report of the Chamber of 
Commerce shows sound common sense. Un- 
doubtedly it will be received gratefully and 
considered carefully by the committee. The 
suggestion, however, that the District commis- 
Ssioners be transformed by law into presiding 
officers of a debating society, can hardly have 
been made seriously. 


THE HUMBLE POTATO. 


Completed estimates indicate that the 1926 
crop of potatoes will be about 350,820,000 
bushels, an increase of about 6 per cent over 
1925, but 15 per cent below the last five-year 
average. Maine is the outstanding leader in 
the production of potatoes, that State growing 
35,170,000 bushels this year. The average 
crop in Maine has been about 84,790,000 
bushels. 

In the fourteen Southern potato States the 
early crop this year was about 19,725,000 
bushels, and the late crop about 4,494,000 
bushels. The total late crop in the United 
States is about 331,096,000 bushels. New 
England alone produces this year about 44,- 
172,000 bushels.

“spud’’ will bring high prices 
has for several years. The 
potato crop has brought riches to many 
farmers. The average price to the farmers 
on June 15, 1914, was 71 cents per bushel; 
in December, 1925, the farmers received $2.00 
a bushel, and on June 15, 1926, they received 
about $1.90 a bushel. 

The explanation of this rise in price is the 
increase in demand and decrease in supply, 
especially in 1925. 


“COLLEGE EDUCATION.” 


College undergraduates continue to be a 
source of uneasiness and worry to thoughtful 
educators. It is felt that many umdergraduates 
do not fit into the present scheme of things and 
that, in consequence, they age neither receiv- 
ing the training and education which would be 
suitable to their abilities and attainments nor 
rendering to the nation, after their graduation, 
that service for which four years of application 
to the higher learning might naturally be ex- 
pected to equip them. f 

The remedy is not easily found. Jusf now 
the general trend of opinion is in favor of a 
limitation of numbers both at entrance and at 
subsequent periods. The other day Dr. Glenn 
Frank came forward with the somewhat revo- 
lutionary proposal that a degree of some sort 
should be given at the end of the sophomore 
year to the great mass of students who, with- 
out sustained intellectual interests, go to col- 
lege for no very specific reason. He claimed 
that in this way the academic body would heve 
more freedom for the training and, develop- 
ment of the better type of student during the 
junior and senior years. 

Something similar is proposed in a report 
on the selection and retention of undergradu- 
ates recently published by a committee of the 
American Association of University Professors. 
This committee contends that students seeking 
admission to colleges should be accepted only 
on the basis of comprehensive examination in 
four fundamental subjects, of a full considera- 
tion of school records, of intelligence tests and 
personal testimonials, and of the abolition of 
all entrance conditions. Representing a con- 
certed attack on the old problem, ‘““Who should 
go to college?’’ the report further insists 
that each college should announce publicly in 
advance the approximate number to be ‘ad- 
mitted to its freshman class each year, and 
then proceed, frankly and vigorously, to select 
the most promising material available, giving 
more recognition to quality of preparation 
rather than to mere quantity. 

Having provided for getting all the students 
in, the committee’s report then tackles the 
question of getting some of them out, by ad- 
vocating a second selective process, at the end 
of the sophomore year, in this respect agreeing 
with or adopting, at least in part, Dr. Frank’s 
suggestion. The difference is that, whereas 
Dr. Frank would confer a degree at that stage, 
the-committee recommends a certificate of 
honorable dismissal. To insure the proper 
working of this plan, the committee would have 
each college or university announce publicly 
in advance not only the number of freshmen to 
be admitted but also the specified smaller 
number, in a ratio of not less than 50 per cent 
and not greater than 75 per cent, that will be 
admissible to the junior year. In this way, it 
thinks, heartburnings and_ disappointménts 
may, to a great extent, be avoided. ~- The report 
puts it thus: 

Students who have met the minimum 
requirements of the first two years but 
who have tailed in competition with their 
fellows to win promotion into the upper 
college should receive certificates of 
honorable dismissal. They should have 
full standing with their classmates in 
organizations of alumni. They should in 
no way be made to feél that they are sent 
away in disgrace. With such’ an arrange- 
ment, widely recognized and understood, 
many boys and girls not of markedly in- 
tellectual bent would no doubt plan: from 
the beginning to take only the two years’ 
course. 

To many all’ this will smack rather of a 
counsel of perfection, and it must be admitted 


} that there are various practical as well as 


sentimental difficulties in the way of its 
adoption. Yet it points the way to a better 
concept of a higher education, and it deserves, 
and will receive, the earnegtattention and con- 
sideration not of u

| To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: 
| Your story in ae recent. issue 
'of a recent tragedy reported as the 
;outcome of “‘unmerciful kidding’ 
gives one pause. It appears from 
accounts that two men worked side 
by side in an office, one of ‘them 
subjected by the other to what is 
called ‘‘kidding”’ in the vernacular 
to an extent which finally became 
unbearable to the victim. So, prob- 
ably not expert in that form of 
torture, and vet thirsting for 
revenge, he adopted the clumsy 
device of a practical joke, which 
same led to other complications, 
and finally to the shooting of the 
kidder. 

It has often seemed as if there 
may: be too many of these smart 
alecks who air a form of wit at the 
expense of others, a most undesir- 
able form of’attack for the victim 
as, if resented, it lays him liable 
to the charge of lacking a ‘‘sense 
of humor,’ upon which point the 
average American is sensitive. So 
it may be well to consider whether 
the form of humor aimed at anoth- 
er person is a very good brand. It 
is jolly good fellowship to laugh 
with others, but laughing at them 
may bé another story, and many 4 
friendship has been jarred in this 
way. The victim must grin in order 
‘toxsshow his sense of humor, even if 
he knows that the uncomplimentary 
remarks are a form of truth. 
‘Many a truth is spoken in jest.’’ 
And so many an insult is hurled in 
the form of kidding, or disguised 
as such that would lead to chastise- 
ment if spoken in serious manner. 

And as it is more broadminded 
to acknowledge the faults of one’s 
own nation, be it said that Amert- 
cans are the worst offenders in this 
respect, and the evil seems growing. 
There is a certain class of people, 
not overrefined, whose entire 
conversation is made up of this sort 
of attack on the peace of mind of 
others. So in view of this recent 
tragedy, it may .be well to ask if 
the kidding habit should not be 
curtailed. Really it’ is overdone. 
There are other kinds of humor 


besides the personal sort, of we. 
must be funny all the time. So let 
us practice a less objectionable kind 
of tactics.

The Potomac Yard, with track capacity for approximately 10,000 cars, is the converging point for all freight moving from 
the South over the following trunk Tines: The Southern Railway, Atlantic Coast Line, Seaboard’ Air Line, Richmond, Fredericksburg & Potomac Railroad; and from 
the West over the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway. This perishable freight is brought across Long Bridge over the tracks of the Pennsylvania Railroad, most of it being 
delivered in South Washington near the North end of the Long Bridge. Obviously this is the logical point for the delivery.of such perishable freight.

“During the year 1925, from the New England States, the middle West and the Pacific Coast 
there Were consigned to Washington for Pennsylvania delivery and,unloaded at the yards in the 
seuthwest section of the city 3,265 cars of fruits and-vegetables. During the year there were. 
2,621 cars of fruits and vegetables, mostly originating on the Atlantic seaboard, hauled through 
Potomac Yard, destined for Washington. Of this freight movement, 2,304 cars were consigned 
for Pennsylvania delivery in Southwest Washington and 317 cars were consigned for Baltimore 
& Ohio delivery in Northeast Washington. There was a partial failure of crops in Florida last 
year, so that the shipments from this region were subnormal. 


“If this were accomplished it would mean that over 2,000 car lots of perishable freight annually 
moving through Potomac Yard and now unloaded in Southwest Washington, at a hauling distance 
of about 4 miles and within two hours after movement out of Potomac Yard, must needs be hauled 
directly past the Water street terminal at the end of Long Bridge, through South Washington and 
across the Eastern Branch to Benning Junction (over Pennsylvania Railroad tracks), thence to 
Hyattsville, and back to the Baltimore & Ohio terminal yards at Eckington—a distance of about 
26 miles.

“This circuitous routing would carry the same freight rate, but it would involve congestion, 
resulting in very slow deliveries—probably an average of twelve hours or more from Potomac 
Yard—-which would entail greater depreciation of perishable products and require considerable 
additional icing of refrigerator cars. (Cars must be iced to three-fourths bunker capacity at yard 
of destination by the carrier.) Of course, the cost of these items would be ultimately passed on 
to the consumer. Moreover, the long haul would, in addition, require approximately 660,000 ton 
miles of transportation in the course of a year—with no compensating advantage to the public or 
to the shippers or to the carriers. Such a disturbance of our freight structure could only be 
justified by the demand of public necessity.

“Reliable records of the total unloads of fresh meat and dairy products destined to Washtg- 
ton during the year 1925 are not presently availahle. From the North and West there were 
1,470 cars of fresh meat consigned to Washington for Pennsylvania delivery, and there were 57 
cars of fresh meat consigned from the South through Potomac Yard for Pennsylvania delivery. 
In addition, there were 288 cars of dairy products consigned to Washington for Pennsylvania de- 
livery from the North and West. 


“Thus there was a volume of 7,384 cars of perishable freight, exclusive of less than car-lot ship- 
ments, unloaded at the Pennsylvania Railroad Yards in Southwest Washington during the year 
rvs “The establishment of the wholesale market district in Northeast Washington would soon create 
a highly unsatisfactory traffic condition, and the Interstate Commerce Commission would have 
to adjust the relief to the occasion. This would eventually bring into, being-the projected belt 
line around the city on the north, which public opinion has condemned as a menace to the civic 
and economic welfare of Washington.”
